This handsome volume, though primarily, as the title announces, a detailed descriptk 
and history of the magnificent fourteenth century Manuscript belonging to Mr. Dys 
Perrins, known as the Gorleston Psalter, is at the same time a carefully written moivogra 
of the East Anglian school of miniature 'painting and ornamentation of manuscripts of t 
period. This school comprised the great monastic centres of Norwich, Ely, Ramsey, ai 
Bury St. Edmunds, and must also be held to include Peterborough, though this was jo 
outside the East Anglian boundary. There is little doubt that the Gorleston Psalter w 
written and illuminated by several artists of different Btyle, for Roger Le Bigod, fil 
Earl of Norfolk, and Marshal of England, who died in 1306. It then probably beoan 
the property of the Cathedral Priory of Norwich, and at the Reformation no doul 
passed into secular ownership, for in the latter half of the sixteenth century it belongs 
to the Cornwallis family, and remained in their hands until 1823, when it was present* 
to the Hon. Richard Aldworth-Neville. The present owner acquired it from h 
descendant, the sixth Baron Braybrooke of Audley End. 

Other exceptionally fine Psalters, which are clearly of East Anglian origin are tl 
St. Omer Psalter (belonging to Mr. Yates Thompson), the Douai Psalter (at Douai 
the Ormesby Psalter (in the Bodleian Library), the Stow 12 and Arnndel Psalters ( 
the British Museum), etc. With these Mr. Cockerell has made a somewhat minnl 
comparison, and numerous references are also made to a large number of otha 
manuscripts, many East Anglian. The hook is therefore a special study of East Anglii 
miniature art, containing information which will not be found elsewhere, making i 
indispensable to all students of mediaeval illuminated manuscripts. The plates a* 
distributed as follows :—I-XIV, Gorleston Psalter; XV, St. Omer Psalter ; XVI-XVIT 
Douai Psalter; XIX, Ormesby Psalter ; XX-XXT, Arnndel Psalter.

Written in a clear handwriting, some forms of which appear in 
English charters as early as the time of Cnut (c. 1023), the new forms 
being those of a, g, and r. Of course allowance must be made for 
locality of production, as some scribes were aged and may have used 
the forms learned in their boyhood fifty or sixty years before. At 
any rate the hand belongs to the 11th century. 

It begins with VIIII Kl. Jan. the Vigil of the Nativity with 
Gospel Lesson from St. Matthew: “ In illo tempore cum esset des- 
ponsata mater iesu inaria.” This in the Ordo Missalis is called the 
“sequence” for this Watch-night Service (Matt, i, 18-21). 

The Gospel-Book was one of the subsidiary Service Books in 
very early times. Some are very richly illuminated and placed in 
jewelled covers or cases. The present example has evidently been 
intended for use in public service, having the Feast Days, etc. noted in 
red. The first as above; the second is In nocte Nativitatis Domine 
Seem Lucam. “ In illo tempore exiit edictum,” etc. Every section 
has a large red Initial in the margin most beautifully penned. 

The third is Initiu scl eug sedm math —Liber Generationis, etc. 
This gives an idea of the treatment. 

Fol. 4 begins on 13th line, the 1st (Kl) of Jan.; on fol. 8 v. occurs 
the first gathering catchword. Thus showing that the quire is in eights. 

As the names of the Festivals are given in the Rubrics, and also 
those of the Stations, the method is quite easy to follow. The lines 
have been ruled by pressure only with a stylus, thus serving for both 
sides of sheet. Fol. 16 v. the 2nd quire. Fol. 24 v. no catchwords ; 
fol. 48 v. catchwords; fol. 56 v. catchwords. 

The volume appears to be quite complete from the 9th before the 
Kalends of January, t.e., 24th Dec. on fol. I. to end of Liturgical Year r 
and then adds a few lessons for certain special occasions ending with 
the burial service. 

The last words are from St. John’s Gospel, “Those who have 
done well to resurrection of life. Those indeed who have done evil to 
the resurrection of Judgment.” Fol. 144 v.

The commentaries of the Venerable Bede are said to be tedious 
and unattractive in style and matter. But still his works copied in an 
age so near his own must have both interest and value of a special kind. 

Here we have a genuine copy in fine condition by a twelfth century 
scribe, written when Henry II was king and Thomas a Becket in 
favour and prosperity, or perhaps earlier still, while the terrible and 
devastating wars between King Stephen and Henry’s mother were still 
going on, and when probably the monk who wrote it in the quietude of 
his northern cloister was wondering when the ravage would reach his 
peaceful home. Anyway it was written when Bede was read with 
reverence and his holy memory kept as that of the most blessed of 
saints. 

An inscription on the first leaf, written several centuries ago, tells 
us that once the book belonged to the Monastery of St. Vitus at Glad- 
bach in the Rhineland. This old Benedictine house was founded by 
St. G4ron, Archbishop of Cologne (?) in 973, and was situated on the 
summit of a hill in the midst of a thick wood in the duchy of Juliers 
between the Meuse and the Rhine. The MS. has also formed one of 
the collection of Sir Thomas Phillipp3 of Middle Hill, and has his 
number 2225.

We have in this MS. one of the best written and most perfect 
twelfth century books of the kind that have come down to us from so 
remote a period. It is quite a luxury of a book with broad margins, 
large bold text, and clear close annotations, on clean firm vellum, 
and perfectly legible from beginning to end. Of course now and then 
to save time and vellum, which, the latter especially, were costly, the 
scribe shortens his long words and puts well-understood symbols for 
some of the commonest short ones. This difficulty overcome, and it is 
not a great one, it becomes quite a pleasure to peruse so beautifully 
written a book. Then occasionally comes a beautifully drawn capital 
letter with fine flourishes and lines as firm as possible. No tremulous 
or clumsy scrolls, no hasty scrawl, but fine ornament by a skilled 
master-hand. 

It commences with what may fairly be taken to be an authentic 
brief biography of the Evangelist, retaining of course the chief features

of tradition. On fol. 4b beginB the text, which for the first few verses 
perused is the same as given in the Vulgate. The main text continues 
down the centre in the fine twelfth century hand, commencing with a 
large golden initial Qvoniam etc., and the gloss down each side in a 
small clear upright Roman hand. This commentary is full of subject 
for thought. It is a paraphrase in places of the text. It explains the 
meanings of words and especially of proper names ; and in short treats 
the subject as clearly and comprehensively as could any commentator 
of the present time. The author is conversant with the Fathers, both 
Eastern and Western. There can be no doubt that the copyist who 
wrote this text and comment was a “ learned Benedictine ” and that it 
was written for one of the heads of his Order, or for the use of some 
person of both high rank and more than ordinary culture. The more 
we dip into this commentary the more we find it luminous, instructive, 
and of real help in the understanding of the text, which is more than 
can be said of Bede and some other inexhaustible commentators. This 
gloss on St. Luke is a very different kind of thing from the comment¬ 
aries of Bede on St. Matthew or Mark or Paul, both in quality and 
quantity. 

On the first leaf is an inscription: “ Ex Libris Monasterij B. 

Mariae de Lyra ordinis S w Benedicti,” show that the MS. emanated 
from or once belonged to this abbey. Lira (not Lyra) is in the diocese 
of Evreux in Normandy, and the abbey was founded about 1040-50 by 
Count William Seneschal of Normandy and Adeline his wife. Another 
account says it was founded by William son of Osberne, a relation of 
William II Duke of Normandy and Alex, his wife, and among its 
benefactors were the Kings of France and England.

A very fine biblical Manuscript by an English or Anglo-French 
scribe and artist. The Gothic interlaced initials are very extra¬ 
ordinary and beautiful in design. All are large, but some are of 
unusually grand dimensions, being in some instances as much as 11 
inches in length. The invention displayed in their design is mar¬ 
vellous. They are combined with fantastic winged dragons vigorously 
conceived and drawn, and in some cases with semi-human monsters 
and masks. The colours employed are blue, red, green, and yellow. 

A manuscript note on a flyleaf states that these initials are similar to 
those in the MS. marked 1 C vii in the Royal Library in the British 
Museum. 

In regard to the text, the occurrence of the apocryphal Epistle to 
the Laodiceans, which is placed between the Epistle to the Hebrews 
and the Apocalypse of St. John is noteworthy. Four leaves are 
missing in the Gospels and one in the Epistle to the Corinthians, 
otherwise the manuscript is quite complete.

This charming manuscript is written in a most clear and beautiful 
minuscule hand on fine uterine vellum, and is finely illuminated in the 
French manner as practised in the schools of Paris from the time of 
St. Louis to that of Charles V (Le Sage). The style is that rendered 
so well-known by the late John Buskin’s unmeasured admiration as 
being the typical form of the best and finest illumination of the most 
refined period of the art. The MS. 17341, called sometimes the “ Buskin 
Book ” because of his constant reference to it, is the best example to 
which to compare this MS. For the initials and text it is indeed a 
model book. 

As to its contents it is remarkably full, and contains a Word-book 
or Name Begister at the end explaining proper names and referring 
to remarkable incidents and passages in the text, consisting of many 
pages. A few of the leaves at the end have been mended a little, 
otherwise the MS. is in remarkably good condition throughout, and is 
believed to be quite complete. 

Several portions of the MS. have been collated at random, and it 
is found that it agrees on the whole with the text of Boville’s folio, 

Lyons, 1566—and probably with others of more recent date. Thus in 
the first few words of the first folio, which begins with the dedicatory 
letter to Paulinus Presbyter, this text begins: “ Frater Ambrosias 
miohi tna minuscnla perferens detulit simul et suavissimas literas,” 
etc. This only differs in the trifling alteration of “ tua mihi ” for 
“ mihi tua.” 

In the 106th Psalm there is a remarkable difference in the verse 
which in English is rendered, “ he poureth contempt upon princes,” 
etc. Both in this MS. and in a MS. Psalter of a century later, and 
in Boville’s edition, the verse stands, “ Effusa est contentio super 
principes ”; where the later printed text of Arias Montanus gives 
contemptio , which is copied by all later editions. But contentio certainly, 
if it does not better translate the Hebrew, at least gives a more 
likely rendering, i.e. “ He spreads contention among princes (or rulers 
of men”). At any rate this shows the extreme interest there is in 
possessing such early transcripts as the present.

A VERY INTERESTING PSALTER, WRITTEN AND ORNAMENTED WITH FINE 
MINIATURES, etc., in South Germany. There are 8 circular miniatures 
in the Calendar depicting the agricultural occupations of the different 
months and 3 fnil-page, viz., 1. (fol. 5a, beginning of the Psalter) the 
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initial B of the “Be&tns Vir” with sitting figure of David in each of 
the hows; 2. (fol. 45) a representation of the Archangel Michael 
fighting with the Dragon, within a largo initial Q; 3. (fol. 84) a full- 
length figure of Christ blessing, within a large initial D. In 6ome 
parts the thick burnished gold and silver of the miniatures has flaked 
off, but on the whole the manuscript is in excellent preservation. 

The manuscript once belonged to a Carthusian monk of the very 
ancient and famous Monastery of Buxheim (or Buchshaim) near 
Memmingen in Suabia, who was admitted a member of the Fraternity 
in this House on Nov. 25th, 1446. Although the Guide-books do not 
notice its existence, the Monastery of Buxheim was the scene of an 
important discovery connected with the art of wood-engraving. In a 
well-known book called “ Idee Gen6rale d’une Collection complete 
d’estampes avec une dissertation sur l’origine de la Gravure*’, by 
Baron Heinecken, Keeper of the Prints at Dresden, published in 1771, 
the author writes: “ I discovered in the Chartreuse of Buxheim, near 
Memmingen, one of our most ancient convents in Germany, the figure 
of St. Christopher carrying the infant Jesus through the sea, etc”. 
The story of this discovery is itself ancient history in these days ; but 
notwithstanding its being so well known, it is carious that neither 
Migne’s Dictionary of Abbeys and Monasteries, nor the Germania Sacra 
of Bucelinus, nor Mas Latrie’s Geographic Ecclesiastique, nor any 
Guide Book of South Germany that we have referred to, make the 
slightest allusion to this ancient convent. We revert, therefore, at 
once to the MS., which was an old one when the monk above-mentioned 
obtained possession of it; having, to all appearance, been written in 
the early part of the fourteenth century, and—by its style of 
embellishment, which is that of the old school of Bamberg—at some 
place in the Upper Palatinate, or in the “ Schwabenland.” The 
handwriting is scarcely different from that of the 12th century. It 
is a hand that had a long career in Germany. The initials are of a 
fashion which, in one locality or another, lasted from the 13th to the 
16th century. So far as style is concerned the pictures might have 
been drawn in the 13th. 

The first few folios are missing—the Calendar commencing with 
the month of May. To each month is a circular picture rather 
symbolic than realistic, illustrating outdoor life occupations. 

In the upper margin of June is a note in book-hand: P‘tinet 
libellus ille ad buchshaim, usui fr[atr]is Corade r’iet esal d nyffen 
p9fessiei 9 dom9 deputatus . sb ano dhi 1446. “ The book belongs to 

Buxheim for the use of brother Conrad Rietesal of Nyffen, professed 
(brother) of that house and entrusted to him in the year of the Lord 
1446.” 

In this Calendar September is called the First Harvest Month, 
with the picture of one gathering grapes with a sickle, and another 
treading out the juice in a small vat or tub. October is the other 
(second) harvest month—hero the man seems to be sowing seed—not 
gathering anything. November—“the third harvest month” has a 
a man threshing. On the 26th—here dedicated to St. Katherine— 
the then owner of the Psalter tells us that on this day he was inducted 
into the brotherhood. On the 17th (not stated here) St. Hugh of 
Burgundy, who had been educated in the Grande Chartreuse, was 
inducted into the See of Lincoln, being consecrated in St. Katharine’s 
Chapel in Westminster Abby on the Feast of St. Matthew—a day here 
given to St. Othmar. Though we learn nothing about Buxheim from 
the Dictionaries, we know from Helyot that the Carthusians were a 
very devout and zealous Order of monastics, from St. Bruno their 
founder in 1086 in the diocese of Grenoble to Hugh of Lincoln in 
England, one of the ablest and most pious prelates who ever 
administered the See. The completion of the magnificent cathedral is 
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due to this same St. Hugh, who died November 17th, 1200. Thus, 
although it is not easy to say—since we find no record—what kind of a 
House this Carthusian monastery of Buxheim was like, we can form a 
general idea from the Chartreuses, or as we call them, Charterhouses, 
in England. The first of them in this country was founded at Witham 
in Somersetshire by Henry II in 1181, and it was to preside over this 
foundation that the king invited St. Hugh from Burgundy shortly 
before he was appointed to the bishopric of Lincoln. This may suffice 
concerning the Order and its houses. Our business at present is with 
this Psalter. 


Returning once more to the MS. we notice on Fol. 1 the 
seemingly contemporary date of 1455, and the same folio in the same 
hand has, over a full-page initial B of the Beatus (Psalms), the verses: 

** Terquinquagenos dauit canit ordine psalmos 
Bis mille sexcentos sex canit ille versus.’* 

which, to say the least, is a curious if not a unique calculation. It 
was most probably written there by brother Conrad, who had received 
the volume in 1446, nine years before. The ink in this couplet is paler 
than that of the book itself. The verses inform us that “ Thrice fifty 
psalms in order David sang **, and we understand the next verse to 
mean that these 150 Psalms contain “ Twice a thousand, and six 
hundred and six verses.” 

With regard to the Latin version of which the Psalter consists, 
we may state that it is the one known as the Vulgate apportioned 
liturgically into portions for a week’s chanting. The musical notation 
is given at the head of each section. We are told that the Psalter 
thus arranged is not met with until about the beginning of the 14th 
century, so that this MS. would be one of the earliest of its kind. 
Music does not appear at all until late in the 13th. 

The Psalms of David end on fol. 118 v. 

fol. 118 v. Here begin the Canticles as usual with “Confiteor 
tibi,” here called a Psalm, but in fact the first six verses of Isaiah, 
ch. xii. 

fol. 119. “ Ego dixi in dimidio ”—Isa. xxxviii. 10-20, 

fol. 119 v. “ Exultavit ”—1 Sam. ii. 1-10, and so on. 

fol. 126 v. Before the Magnificat is inserted the Pater Noster—The 
Lord’s Prayer—and 

fol. 127. The Creed. 

fol. 127 v. Nunc dimittis and Te Deum. 

lastly, 128 v. The Athanasian Creed, Quicuncque vult, is used 
as the last canticle. This ends on fol. 130, and is followed by the 
Litany occupying two leaves—unfinished—a few leaves being here 
cut out. At end are two old leaves of another kind used in the 
binding, one from a Missal, the other with one also at the beginning 
from some book which looks like a Treatise on the Canon Law. 


The volume is firmly though roughly bound in thick wooden 
covers, overlaid with strong pigskin, and retaining parts of two old and 
broken clasps of brass. On the edges of certain leaves throughout the 
volume are tags for finding the places where the various services begin. 

From all the evidence it would appear to have been executed by 
one of the brethren, possibly in the same House to which it belonged, 
when entrusted to Conrad Rietesel, but a considerable time before 1455. 


The story of the discovery of the “ St Christopher” has led to a 
considerable amount of controversy, it being not universally granted 
that a wood-cut of its description could have been executed so early as 
1423. On this question see Willshire’s Introduction to the Study and 
Collection of Ancient Prints, 8vo., London, 1874. 
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455 ROLLE OF HAMPOLE (Richard). [SPECULUM 
VITAE or Mirror of Life]. Sm. 4to. Northern 
English ms. on vellum, 270 leaves, comprising a poem in 
English with marginal notes in Latin, neatly written in long 
lines, 40 to the full page, with red rulings, numerous orna¬ 
mental pen-letters and marginal decorations; in an eighteenth 
century English binding of red morocco extra, gilt edges, 
lettered “ Gower s Poems ”; with the bookplate of Earl 
Gower Scec.

An interesting English manuscript poem, attributed to Richard 
Rolle of Hampole, the author of the Prick of Conscience and other 
English and Latin religious works of the fourteenth century. It is a 
paraphrase on the Lord’s Prayer, a description of vices, virtues, 
Heaven, Hell, etc., and at the end is another metrical English version 
of some Holy Offices, including a poem on the virtues of the Mass. 
Two other MSS. of the work are known to be in existence, viz. one in 
the Bodleian and one at Cambridge. 

It is not greatly to be wondered at that the anonymous author of 
this religious poem should have caused a good deal of guessing as to 
his identity. The extraordinary person who could imagine it to con¬ 
sist of John Gower’s well-known effusions of course had never seen 
those tedious moral treatises, but to imagine all three of them—by 
name the Confessio Amantis originally written in English , the Vox 
clamantis in Latin , and the Speculum Meditantis in French — 
converted into a series of sermons on the Pater Noster, staggers 
belief. 

The idea of renaming the whole the Mirror of Life (Speculum 
Vitse ), as a former owner has done on a vellum flyleaf, has such a good 
old thirteenth century ring with it, that we seem to see the ghost of 
Vincent of Beauvais beaming placidly over the pages and admitting 
the impeachment. The roll of citations from all available authors— 
from Augustine and Bernard to Paul and Solomon, Seneca and Thomas 
Aquinas—concerning virtues, vices, weaknesses, graces, venial and 
mortal sins, claims to indulgence, and all kinds of human 
experiences, looks very much indeed like a Mirror of Human Life; 
and if it may not bear its true name, this is certainly the 
most correct that can be imagined or bestowed upon it. The 
condition of mind which lies at the basis of this kind of composition 
was, it would appear, a common inheritance of the Early 
Middle Ages. Our old college libraries abound with examples. 
It would be difficult to point to the first example of the religious 
allegory in English. This way of looking at things was in 
the air in the 12th century. By the time that Robert Grosseteste, 
bishop of Lincoln, acquired the charge of that diocese, viz. in 1235, 
almost every didactic treatise, whether in Latin, French or English, 
was treated in the same way. It was framed in verse. And as Robert 
Grosseteste was one of the most prolific writers of the Middle Ages, 
it is natural that any anonymous or unclaimed composition should, to 
save trouble or enquiry, be assigned to him. In this way the Oculus 
Moralis of Abp. Peckham, and the Stimulus Consciences of Richard 
Rolle of Hampole, both productions of a later date, have been assigned 
to him. Of French works attributed to him, the only one that we 
may say was really his is the Chasteau d*Amour —a sort of pious Roman 
de la Rose , as Jusserand calls it—translated into English in the early 
part of the 14th Century by Robert Mannyng, or de Brunne. These 
works were undertaken for the behoof “of lewd men.” We may grant 
that Hampole’s Prick of Conscience is partly based on the Chasteau 
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d* Amour: and it may be that the so-called Stimulus Conscientite, of which 
the Prick of Conscience is the avowed translation, may be traced 
originally to Grosseteste. But the other French work, the Manuel des 
peches, also translated by Mannyng and called the Handlyng Synne, isnow 
generally considered to be the work of William de Wadington. The 
two English treatises more especially assigned to Grosseteste—viz. the 
Prick of Conscience and the Tract on the Lord's Prayer —are almost 
certainly both the work of Richard Rolle of Harapole. It has not been 
definitely ascertained that Grosseteste wrote anything in English 
except a few sermons, and perhaps a translation of Walter of Henley’s 
Book of Husbandry. 

We may therefore exclude Grosseteste from the authorship of 
these two short poems. The author of the Prick of Conscience or of 
the Handlyng Synne are far more likely, both being known as prac¬ 
tised writers of English verse. 

Another contemporary English writer is the author of the Ayenhtte 
of Inwyt, or Remorse of Conscience, who composed his work, as he 
tells us, out of the Somme des Vices el de Virtues —sometimes called, 
but not correctly, La Somme le Boi and Le Miroir du Monde . How 
near these are to the Mirrour de la Vie , the Mirrour of Lyfe now 
standing on the flyleaf of the MS. before us! Le Somme des Vices , Sfc ., 
was originally composed in 1279 for Philip Augustus of France by 
Friar Lorens, a Dominican. 

The Ayenbite was composed in 1340 by Dan Michel of Northgate, 
Canterbury. 

Perhaps the final test of authorship will have to rest on the evidence 
of dialect. Ham pole wrote in Northumbrian, Manny ng in Lincoln or 
Middle English, Michel in Kentish. 

On the whole the spelling inclines apparently to the Northern 
dialect, which would attach it to Ham pole.

Ax INTERESTING AND WELL-PRESERVED MANUSCRIPT, WITH HANDSOME 
ARTISTIC DECORATION. 


The MS. begins with the Calendar beautifully written in the 
usual English Gothic of the middle of the 15th century, in black and 
red : the initials KL in bine, with red penwork, and paragraph marks 
of the same kind. The Calendar is in full form, viz. b columns. 1. The 
Golden number or Epact; 2. Dominical letter; 3. Roman notation; 
4. Ditto; 5. Names of Festivals, etc. In the last the greater Festivals 
are red, the rest black. Indeed, the Calendar is one of the completest, 
and contains the notification of everything necessary to the services of 
the Church, and moreover, in several vacant places has been filled in 
with entries in a somewhat later cursive hand relating to the Obits of 
members of the families of Gill and Sturdy. The erasure on the 
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Nonas or 5 th Jan. is of the name of St. Thomas of Canterbury, "whose 
Octave occarred on this day. We shall find it similarly erased on Dec. 29 
and July 7. Other commemorations of St. Thomas (and by the same 
rule every allusion to popery, as the Catholic Faith was bitterly 
called by the Reformers), is in like manner either erased or cancelled: 
the Octave of St. Sylvester, 7th Jan. (and 31st Dec.) for example. 
On the 16th Jan. the entry was originally Sci Marcelli [pape et] 
martyris. 

The entry on 7th Jan. after the erasure “ Anno .dm millesio iiij co 
xlv° do lita b,” whatever the erasure may have been, is an error as to 
the Dominical Letter, which for 1445 was c, not b. Note that at the 
end of Jan. the full holidays are recorded, on which no work was to be 
done, viz. Epiphany, St. Vincent’s Day, and the Conversion of St. 
Paul. In this Calendar the holidays of each month are literally red- 
letter days, free from “ omnibus operibus ”—all works. It is one of the 
exceptional few that are worth attention as containing occasional 
notes of historical importance: e.g., on May 25th is a note that on 
this day was laid the foundation of the new Church of Sarum in the 
year 1300. [It may be thought that this is a reference to the New 
Cathedral founded by Richard Poore a.d. 1220. The date given by 
the chroniclers was the Day of St. Vitalis, viz. the 4th of the calends 
of May (28th April). The present Cathedral—the New Church of 
Sarum—was completed by Bp. Giles de Bridport, Sept. 30th, 1258.] 

The obituary notice on Sept. 10 is at least fifty years later than 
the text—probably more. Robert Gille died this day in 1448 (which 
was a Leap Year and F the Doral. Letter for the part of it after 
St. Matthias. Hence the note). The Family of Gille or Gyll 
belonged to co. Herts. 

On October 20th mention is made of the death of John Sturdy in 
the year 1452, which was a Leap Year, with two Dominical letters: 
B for the part before St. Matthias’s Day and A for the rest of the year. 

See pedigree of the Gylls in Lipscombe’s Hist, of Bucks, iv, 606, 
and Collect. Topogr., viii, Berry’s Herts, etc., but I find no notice of 
this Robert or of the Sturdys. 

The Psalter consists of the whole Book of Psalms from 1st to 
150th, and is followed by Canticles, the Athanasian Creed, and Te 
Deum, with Hymns, etc. 

The handwriting of the Psalms seems to be somewhat older than 
that of the Calendar and the musical supplement. This earlier hand, 
however, continued from about 1380 till soon after the commencement 
of the 15th century; the later hand from c. 1420 to the end of the 
century. 

The copyist is not always accurate in his spelling nor has he been 
very careful to avoid errors of omission, repetition or erasure. In the 
very first line he spells abiit, abbiit, and at top of fol. 8 v. leaves out 
the word miscricordie. Lower down on same page he writes ora for 
ossa and erases it, On fol. 12 he writes super avi for speravi. In other 
cases he has numerous erasures. He was clearly not thinking of what 
he wrote; but perhaps his worst mistake is on fol. 18 in the first line 
of Psalm 23 which he has not corrected: where he says, “ Dominus 
regit me et nichil raihi (m) dederit ” instead of “ deerit ,” i.e. “ he will 
have given me nothing,” instead of “ I shall want nothing.” Neither 
is he very particular in the distribution of capital letters—sometimes 
putting a large one to a verse in the midst of a psalm. But he is very 
ingenious in his scheme for keeping all the initials of the larger sort 
to the left margin where they can be flourished by the illuminator, 
e. g . Paratum , fol. 78 v. on fol. 78 Legem pone is put before the last 
three words of the preceding Psalm. This clearly shows that it was 
the writer’s device for keeping the large initials to the left margin. 
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From the preponderance of names of Benedictine Saints in the 
Calendar and Litany one would be inclined to believe the MS. to have 
been executed for the private use of some monk or, perhaps, Abbot of 
that Order. Following the Psalter, etc. come the portions added by 
the second writer, including the musical portion of the Burial Service— 
as the Dirge which was sung when the body was laid in the Church 
on the eve before burial. Then the portion sung after Mass, and 
lastly that sung at the graveside. 

On comparison of this MS. with others of about its own age, the 
closest resemblance is found to three now in the British Museum, viz. 

2 A 18, sometimes called the Grandison MS.; 2 B 8 and 2 B 10, both 
Psalters. Now 2 B 8, fortunately for our comparison, happens to 
be dated, being written at the instance of the Princess Joan of Kent, 
mother of Richard II, by brother John Semour, a Franciscan, a.d. 

1380. By comparison with these MSS. the present Psalter is shewn 
to be of about the same age. It is not impossible that the locality of 
its origin was the scriptoriam of the Abbey of Westminster. 

All the pedigrees of the Gyll or Gille Families begin later than 
the date of the Notes in this MS., so that we cannot gain any 
clue. The name Robert occurs chiefly in the branch, several of whose 
members were the Keepers of the Royal Lions in the Tower of 
London, but we cannot say with certainty. 

Inside the 1st cover is a cusped bookplate with inscription J. A. 

Carrington Chancellor of the Diocese of Exeter: containing figure of 
St. Peter (with keys and book) under a Gothic arch between two 
pillars, on the one on the right of the Apostle a shield with arms of 
the bishopric of Exeter, on the other an episcopal mitre, and below 
the arms of Carrington of Devonshire. These arms, plus a mullet in 
sinister chief, shew this stamp to have been then used by the third 
son of the Chancellor, his father being still alive.

This MS. contains the Epitomes of Roman History—both assigned 
by Salmasius and other critics! since his time to Floras—but here 
attributed: 1. to L. Anneeus Florus, a writer who is supposed to 
have flourished under Trajan, and 2. Sextus Ruffus, of whom still 
less is known. Finely written in the elegant Roman hand so often 
seen in the MSS. of the Florentine school of illuminators, and in those 
executed for the Spanish kings of Naples—evidently by a profes- 
sionel copyist for some Italian nobleman whose arms are ornately 
painted at foot of the first page. This page has a richly illuminated 
border containing portrait circlets and scenes from Roman history. 

In this border is part of an initial A to the summary title Ana- 
cephaleosis Septem Regum, etc.; and also a large initial P to 
the text. 

This MS. is not only curious, and of course rare, as being a MS., 
but is itself a MS. of great rarity, being a late mediaeval or rather 
renaissance transcript of a very unusual author. Indeed it has been 
thought that the name Florus is merely conjectural, and that the work 
is really one by Annaeus Seneca, the philosopher and tutor of Nero. 

But this may pass as not proven.* A fairly good printed text of this 
author is that of Cl. Salmasius, published by the Elzevirs in 1638, the 
readings of which are largely adopted by the later and more critical 
editors, such as Duker and Rupertus. We may therefore use 
Salmasius (Ed. 1674) as our reference in glancing through the 
present MS. 

But first let us notice the embellishments. Along the top are three 
fanciful heads, perhaps intended by the illuminator to represent the 
Author, Our Saviour, and Romulus. Down the inner border are more 
heads, which we are unable to identify as actual portraits, but are evidently 
intended as such. Usually in such works the head in the great, 
initial is meant for a portrait of the author of the book—the rest as 
characters in it. Thus the one above this initial may be Julius Caesar, 
the one below, Hannibal. Those in the outer border are evidently 
three of the later Emperors and the scenes—two of them are clear 
enough—the two referring to the Twins—the wolf’s head in the 
first and the group in the second being quite to the point. But the 
upper one, unless it refer to Hannibal and his father, and the battle 
scenes below, are not so clear. The armorials are on a field pale 
lozengy gules and or—a bend azure charged with three stars of eight 
points, within a bordure or, crest a helmet sa. with lambrequin of 
the charge. The three star bend is far too common in Italian heraldry 
to assign without overhauling many folios of armorials, but there is 
no doubt of its being the “ stemma ” of the patron for whom the MS. 
was executed. 

The text begins as usual with the simple heading: “ Lucii Annei 
Flori continents librol/ iiij or factorum memorabilium ab urbe condita 
(A. U. C.) ad tempora Cesaris Augusti imperatorisliber primus foeliciter 
incipit.” Then the summary referring to the first age (i.e. of the 
seven Kings). Here we have then—a matter of great interest to the 
classical scholar—just the ordinary unsifted text of an uncritical and 
occasionally dozing or, at least, nodding copyist. We may therefore 
expect, as we certainly find, many verbal variations from the printed 
text: such, e. g. as viderentur for videantur; in Cesarem for usque

of Seneca. This may be true. 
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Cesaram, and now and then still more terrible differences.* The 
Books and chapters are on the whole identical, bat not absolutely. 
The four great sections, or Books as they are called, are said to deal 
with the four ages of the Roman People—its infancy, youth, manhood 
and senility. 

Book I gives 7 chapters to the “ infantia”, then devotes the 8th 
to the “ anacephaleosis ” as he pompously, or, as one critic says, with 
Jbridily —(not bad for Florus)—terms his summary. 

This book contains in the MS. 22 chapters (the last of which is 
cut up into 5 in the printed edition), the last bringing us to the end 
of the nation’s “ secunda rotas, qaasi adoletocentia n . 

To Book 2 cap. 1 is attached a large and handsome initial D, with 
a neat floral stem and bracket. The Third Age begins with the story 
of the 1st Punic War. It is to this Epitome, rather than to Livy, that 
the best known stories from Roman History are due, such as the 
Twins and the Wolfs, the Battle of Lake Regillus, and others. In 
Book IV cap. 12 we have the terrible story of the despairing rage of 
the women of Tyrol who as their last resource dashed their infants on 
the ground and then flung them in the faces of the Roman soldiers. 

We have said that the second part of the MS. has been usually 
attributed to Florus, but here it is assigned to Sextus Rufus. The 
title generally given to the work of this latter author is Breviarium 
rerum gestarum populi Romani, said to have been drawn up by order 
of the Emperor Valens, or as mostly given, Valentinian. The Breviarium 
is said to be given as a supplement to Eutropius, who by direction of 
the same Emperor composed an epitome—still used as a school-book— 
from the founding of the city to the reign of Jovian. It was a favourite 
book in the Middle Ages, but it is probable that this and the one of 
Rufus were often confounded (see Eutropius, ed. by H. Verheyk, Leyden, 
1793, 8vo., of which an old English translation exists with the original 
Latin by I. Clarke, York 1722, 8vo., and others). 

None of the modern texts of course possess the interest of a MS. 
like the present, especially when we take into account the numerous 
initials, borders, etc. If it were only as affording the statement of the 
copyist that Rufus (and not Florus) was the author of the latter 
portion, it would prove that it has not been hitherto used by any 
modem editor or he must have noticed it. At any rate it shews that 
the two epitomes have not hitherto been collated so as to prove that 
this and the Breviarium are really the same work. 

With regard to the nearest style to this MS. it appears to be 
nearest akin to the Milanese imitation of French illumination, and to 
combine figure and foliage treatment similar to Bolognese illumination 
of the time of Marsilio Bolognese.

A Parisian manuscript with miniatures and other artistic decoration 
of a very high order, and probably of great historic interest, for it may 
have been executed for Katharine of France, afterwards wife of King 
Henry V of England. The miniature accompanying the Office of the 
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Fifteen Joys of Our Lady gives reason for this supposition. It is of a 
lady of rank, accompanied by her Patron Saint, kneeling before the 
Madonna and Child, a fourteenth century style of miniature. As the 
Saint is St. Katharine and the lady's costume that of the end of the 
fourteenth century, it may possibly be intended to represent the 
princess Katharine of France, daughter of Charles VI and Isabel of 
Bavaria, and wife (afterwards) of Henry Y of England. Such a 
miniature implies that the MS. was executed for her and therefore 
most probably in Paris by an artist of the court. This princess 
Katharine was born 27 Oct. 1401 and married 2 June 1420 at Troyes 
to Henry Y. She. was afterwards married to Owen Tudor [There was 
another Katharine, sister of Charles VI, born in 1377, who died in 
1388, but the date seems too early for this MS.]. 

As this miniature was painted before her marriage, if our con¬ 
jecture be correct it will date between 1401 and 1420. Of course the 
writing and perhaps the borders are a little earlier than the illumina¬ 
tion, which may thus be assigned to one of the illuminators employed 
by Isabel of Bavaria, either Geoffroi Chose who is known to have been 
working for her in 1307 on a Book of Hours ; or Jean de Jouy who in 
1399 decorated by her orders a Book of Hours, a new ono with twenty 
“ histories ”. But no work of Jouy is known to exist. 

The book begins with a Calendar of Paris use, containing the 
names of many French saints, every day being occupied. The names 
are regularly written in red and blue, the more distinguished being in 
gold. Among the latter are Yves (May 19), Martin (July 4), Denys 
(Oct. 9), Martin (Nov. 11), Eloy (Dec. 1), Thomas (Dec. 21). 

The miniatures are as follows : 

1. Fol. 26a. Matins. The Annunciation, in the old French manner, 

with the usual picture. Text Domine, etc. Initial D very fine. 
The elegant penwork is among the finest ever executed. Bracket 
ornament of marvellous grace and delicacy. The brilliant paint¬ 
ing of the minium of Gabriel's cope shows probably influence of 
the school of Bruges, though the general likeness is to the school 
of Tours. 

2. Fol. 50a.' Lauds. The Yisitation. The usual miniature, landscape 

background. With initial and border. 

3. Fol. 616. Prime. The Nativity. An old but not the “ Manual" 

form of the subject. The oldest type places the scene in a grotto. 
This is the Eastern idea. The Western is the one before us, viz., 
the ruined stable, wattle-hedge, and cattle, with Joseph looking 
on. Initial and border. 

4. Fol. 676. Tierce. The Angel appearing to the Shepherds. A 

fourteenth century design. 

5. 726. Sext. The Adoration of the Magi. The scene, the ruined 

stable. 

6. 77a. None. The Purification. A fourteenth century design. 

7. Fol. 816. Yespers. The Flight into Egypt. Also a fourteenth 

century design, but with an aerial or landscape background. The 
miniature to Compline is probably missing. 

8. Fol. 93a. The Penitential Psalms. Miniature of David in Peni¬ 

tence. Initial D and border as usual. 

9. Fol. 1106. Hours of the Cross. Miniature of the Invention of the 

Cross by St. Helena. 

10. Fol. 117a. Hours of the Trinity. Miniature of the Trinity: one of 
the earlier Western forms of the subject. The variations in this 
subject are a good test of comparison of the MS.: the later 
Flemish ones are very different. The present miniature is from 
a fourteenth century pattern. 

11. Fol. 1226. Office of the Dead, with usual miniature of a burial 
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service (here as performed in the church). Initial D and border 
as usual. 

12. Fol. 168a. The Fifteen Joys of Oar Lady. The miniature has 
been already described above. 

13. Fol. 1736. Office of the Five Wounds. Miniature of Christ seated 
on a rainbow with a golden orb under His feet and giving Judg¬ 
ment. A fourteenth century design with the symbols of the 
evangelists in the 4 corners of the picture. He is naked with the 
exception of a capacious scarlet blue-lined cloak, and His wounds 
are shown. Initial Q and border as usual. The text is in French. 
It consists of 7 prayers beginning “ Beau Sire,” with introduction 
and conclusion. 

14. Fol. 178a. The Hours of the Passion, with miniature of the 
Betrayal actually as intended by the designer of the pattern—a 
night scene; though often in later Flemish work given as in 
bright day-time, notwithstanding the lantern which is rarely 
omitted. The initial and border are unusually elegant. 

15. Fol. 1856. Lauds. Miniature of Christ blindfolded and buffeted, 
before the High Priest. Border a little smeared. 

16. Fol. 1916. Prime. Miniature of the Flagellation. Chequer back¬ 
ground. Initial D and border. 

17. Fol. 195a. Tierce. Miniature of Christ bearing the cross, a lovely 
piece of work. A small portion of the border a little sullied. 

18. Fol. 2006. Sext. Miniature of Christ nailed to cross, quite 
antique style. Border and initial perfect and bright. 

19. Fol. 2056. Nones. Miniature of Crucifixion. Border and initial 
perfect and unsullied. 

20. Fol. 205, 212a. Miniature of the Descent from the Cross. A 
bright and perfect page. 

As for the initials and borders generally, it may be said that they 
are of the finest and most delicate class known in French or Nether¬ 
landish illumination. The smooth and graceful flexures of the pen-stems 
and the technical skill shown in the brilliancy of the gold place the 
work in the front rank, and point to some well-known artist. In its 
own style the MS. is simply typical: a pattern of elegance and refine¬ 
ment. It should be mentioned that a few leaves are apparently missing, 
but this detracts little from the book as a whole.

From the Calendar this very handsome MS. would appear to belong 
to some church in the province of Rouen, if not to the metropolitan 
city itself, and this supposition finds confirmation in the text. Several 
names of saints honoured in the province of Rouen appear in their due 
places, as, e.g Gildarde (here called Godard) Bishop of Rouen (8 Jan.), 
Audoen (Ouen), Ausbert, Albin, Hagues, Eloy, Martial and Nicaise. 
•Several of these were connected with the diocese of Rouen (see April 9, 
Aug. 24, and Oct. 11). 

As to the miniatures, although there are only four, they are of a 
high class' They represent: 1. The Annunciation (fol. 24a); 2. Pente¬ 
cost (fol. 89a) ; 3. David in Penitence (fol. 95a) ; 4. A Funeral 
Service in church (fol. 121a). They bear the general character of the 
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old school of Touraine, which in the time of Bonrdichon, or perhaps 
earlier, was transferred to Paris. The type is of the old Parisian 
school as taught in the workshops of Paris from the time of Louis IX: 
but without the meagre slimness of body and hard features. These 
miniatures repeat the features of the XIV century illuminations with 
their panelled and artificial backgrounds. The face painting betrays 
Italian influence either from the Tourangian or, which is quite as 
probable, Flemish, which originally is also Italian. Some of the faces 
are reminiscent of the early Sienese illumination of Florence and the 
neighbourhood, particularly in the miniature of Pentecost. The single 
pen-line rinceaux of ivy leaves, etc. are Parisian and North-Eastern 
French and Burgundian from Bruges to Dijon in the early fifteenth 
century. Unfortunately there are no special marks of patronage or 
ownership, such as the dedication to the Virgin Mary, or armorial 
mottoes, or monograms. We can, however, say with confidence that 
the whole book in text, miniatures, and ornaments is of a high class, 
and was certainly executed for a patron of high rank and cultivated 
taste. 

In the latter half of the sixteenth century the MS. was in the 
possession of a family named Boulloche of Petit Andelys (near Gisors), 
and on two blank leaves at the end are recorded a number of births 
in the family from 1565 to 1582.

The Calendar for Janaary shews a similar use to that of Paris ; February may be 
Paris or Auxerre ; March inclines to Sarum or Hereford ; April inclines more 
decidedly to Sarum, but might serve for Peterborough, Norwich, or St. Albans ; May 
would serve Sarum, Lincoln, Norwich, etc. ; June Sarum and Norwich ; July Sarum 
and Canterbury, Lincoln, etc. ; August Sarum, etc. ; September Sarum, Exeter, etc. ; 

October Sarum, etc. ; November Lincoln, Peterborough, Sarum, Norwich ; December 
Canterbury, Sarum, Hereford, Chichester. 

From these notes we see that on the whole the MS. is for English use. 

After the Calendar a blank page, fol. 7.

Beneath the Rubric comes the anthem Sancta dei Genetrix, etc. Then a large initial 
D to Domine labia mea, the usual opening. Next the Invitatorium cum Maria v’giue, 
etc., and the 94th Psalm, Venite, then the Office, much of which is of rather 
uncommon occurrence, as, indeed, the Office itself is rather special. Towards the end 
of Matins we have the usual canticle Te Deum.

The famous Tuesday alluded to in the “ Gaude ” above was the day of his 
martyrdom, Tuesday. 29th Dec., 1770. It was rather ambitious on the part of the 
miniaturist to make the picture so matter of fact in point of heraldry.

This is an interesting English manuscript. The Calendar has one 
month to each page, and a later hand has added to the dates at top. 

The saints in the Calendar throughout are not absolutely the same os 
in other Sarum Calendars, but this is not unusual, e.g ., we might find 
perhaps twenty others without St. Jacinth on the 31st January. Such 
as are given were no doubt honoured in the particular church where 
the book was used. There is, however, no doubt whatever that 
the book is of Sarum use as this can be otherwise proved. Among 
English saints entered in the Calendar and Litany are Cedda, Patrick, 
Cuthbert, Edward the King, Richard, Alphege, George, Dunstan, 

Aldhelm, Edmund, Albin, S with in, Margaret, Oswald, Cuthberga, and 
Hugo. The contents of the book are of the usual type. They are: 

The Fifteen Oes ; Memorial to several Saints ; Hours of the Virgin ; 

Hymn to the Virgin ; Seven Joys of the Virgin, etc.; Prayer of the 
Ven. Bede on the “ Seven Words ” of Christ; Various indulgences, etc.; 

The Seven Penitential Psalms; The Fifteen Gradual Psalms; Litany 
and Kyrie; Vigils of the Dead; Commendation of Souls; Psalms of 
the Passion; Psalter of St. Jerome. 

The handwriting of this MS. is the book-hand common to Northern 
France, England, and Flanders, but especially England during the 
fifteenth century. The ornament is of the style termed Burgundian, 
which prevailed from the second decade of the fifteenth century until 
superseded by the more realistic style of west Flanders. The illumin¬ 
ation, although executed on old French models, is hardly bright 
enough for actual French work. More probably it was done by an 
English illuminator who had learned his art from French teachers. 

The initials (i.e., the large headings) are certainly English, of English 
type such as prevailed from the time of Richard II to that of Edward 
TV, 1390 to about 1470. Besides the 14 large Miniatures there are 
numerous little picture panels to the minor sections all of the type 
common to the professional church book illuminator. As regards the 
handwriting, it may be compared with MS. 2. B. 1. in the British 
Museum, and for the large initials with Harl. 2976. 

Part of the history of the MS. is given on the flyleaves in notes of 
later cursive handwriting, these being entries of the birth of Mary 
Paynell in 1559, and of various members of the family of Geoffrey 
Milbourne 1575 to 1585, of Armathewaite near Brampton in Cumber¬ 
land. It was probably his descendant William Henry Milbourne, Esq., 
who owned Armathe waite Castle at the beginning of the ninteenth 
century.

This interesting volume incorporates two books, which have been 
thus united for four hundred years, as we may easily conclude from 
the binding. The Psalter was written about 1450, and is in handsome 
Gothic letters, of fair proportions, with twenty-one lines to the page. 

It wants the first leaf, but is complete thenceforward till the end, 
although the last leaf is lost by being pasted on the end-cover and 
partly covered by the end-leaf. The text of the Psalter, is, as usual, 
followed by the Canticles, the Litany, the Quicunque vult, and the 
Office for the Dead. The music of all the Anthems is given through¬ 
out. The first of the two sets of Litanies comprises invocations to 
Swithin, Birin, Kdith, and has the supplication for the “ dompnum 
apo8tolicum, etc.” In the second, are the names of Dunstan, Grim- 
bald, Etheldreda, Cuthbert, Alban, Columbanus, Ethelwold, Ermenild, 

Petrocius, Botulph, Aidelm and Sexburga. This is a pretty general 
collection of names, not confined to Sarum use.—The Hor© also w r ants 
the first leaf of its proper text, but has its Calendar, and the two 
preliminary leaves of Benedictions. It was written about 1470, and 
has the following portions of the text in English :—the prayers 
accompanying preparation for the sacrament, the form of confession, 
the Seven Deadly Sins, the Commandments, supplications touching 
the five senses, the Seven works of Mercy, the Virtues, the Unity of 
Christ, the Cardinal Virtues, the Sacraments, the Beatitudes, etc. 

The first Litany includes the names of Edmund, Edward, Swithin, 

Birin, Erkenwald, Dunstan, Cuthbert, Edith, Sytha, Winifred, 

Fredeswid; and contains the supplication for the “ Dompnum Apos- 
tolicum.” The second Litany contains the names of Birin, Swithin, 

Ethelwold, Dunstan, Cuthbert, and Edith.—The Calendar prefixed to 
the Primer is nearly identical with that of Sarum use, but has some 
local characteristics. For instance, St. Erkenwald is carefully regis¬ 
tered twice in red ink (his natale and his translation). SS. David 
and Chad were not in the original; they were however added shortly* 
afterwards in a hand resembling that of the first scribe; and the same 
is the case with John of Beverley and Saint Wenefreda. 

A note in the Calendar, added in 1510, records the execution of 
Empson and Dudley in that year.

In a beautiful Surrey valley through which the little river Mole winds, there stands 
a house once famous as the refuge of some distinguished French Emigres who, during 
the Keign of Terror, had escaped from the guillotine.

This work is an account of the Birds collected and observed by the author on his recenf 
travels in Tierra del Fuego. As its title denotes, it is primarily a work on Birds ; but it 
has many other Bides to it, and will appeal in one, or more, or perhaps even in all hi 
aspects, to almost every class of reader —especially to the lover of books. 

Tierra del Fuego, from its remoteness and sensational interest in history and 
geography, has been considered worthy of being accorded a special preface of som< 
thirty pages 

The Birds and the book itself more particularly are dealt with in the introduction. 

For ornithologists the chief interest will naturally centre in the Birds, which, the 
author states, are, he believes, the most comprehensive collection yet made in the island 
including many recorded from there for the first, time. Amongst these are a male and 
a female of the very rare and exquisitely beautiful little Magellan Plover ( Pluvianellvt 
sociabilis), only three other examples of which are known to exist in collections — one oi 
these having been obtained by Captain P. P. King, r.n., on the 44 Adventure” and “Beagle' 1 
Survey, 1826-1836 ; another by the “ Astrolabe” and 44 Zelee ” Antarctic Expedition. 

Fine hand-coloured plates by J. G. Keulemans, realistically drawn in natural pose 
and environment, illustrate those species which the author considers the greatest raritiei 
and the most remarkable personalities of the birds of the island. Furthermore, the booi 
is enhanced by landscapes from photographs illustrative of the prevailing various types 
of scenery, more especially as considered in relation to the haunts of birds.
